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RAGING FLOOD 


WRECKS TOWN) V4 


Black Falls Succumbs to 
Roaring Torrent. That 
Sweeps Along. 


IS NOT KNOWN IF. 
LIVES ARE LOST 


Many Buildings Crumble 
Down as the Waters 
Rush Along. 


Lacrosse, Wis., Oct. 6—From 25 t9 
30 business houses, comprising all the 
stores on both sides of two streots 
and as many residences, have been 
wrecked by a flood at Black River 
Falls, Wis., resulting from the wash- 
ing out of the embankment arouad 
the Lacrosse Water Power Company's 
dam at Halfield. At seven o'clock 
tonight the waters are still rising 
rapidly, and it is feared that before 
long the stores on the other business 
street will be wrecked. The pros- 
perous little city of 2,000 people, 
was swept by a flood this after- 
noon, when the waters of the Black 
river, swollen by recent rains, was 
pushed through the embankment of 
the Lacrosse wall. Half of | the 
business section has been utterly des- 
troyed, together with a considerable 
part of the residence district, and it 
is admitted by the townspeople, who 
have taken refuge on the high lands, 
unable to make even an effort for the 
protection of the stores, that the city 
will be utterly wiped off the map. 

Not Known Whether Fatal, 

Whether or not lives have been lost 
is not yet certain. The people have 
been scattered and tonight canvasses 
are being made to determine now 
many, if any, are missing, Thus tar 
two persons have not be accounted 
for, and they: may have been swept 
away by the flood, At seven o'clock 
between twenty-five and thirty busi- 
ness houses, comprising all the stores 
on ‘both sides of two streets, nad 
been destroyed, together with an equal 
number of Houses. At that hour the 
Waters ‘were stil! rising rapidly and 
the destruction of scores on the, two 
busiest streets was predicted before 
morning. The buildings have been 
not merely flooded but destroyed, 
"re water flowing at tremendous 
volume undermined one big building 
after another as it collapsed an‘ 
crumbled to pieces, the debris being 
largely carried away. The Trement 
Hotel, a three storey structure, was 
the first to go, then one building after 
another followed No precautions 
cguid be taken to stop the wrecking of 
the town, the residenta-finding it a 
difficult problem to secure safety for 
themselves, their ‘families and many 
valuable possessions. None of the 
stocks in the stores were saved and 
little of the heavier furniture in the 
houses, the people, although they 
knew of the overflowing of the Hai- 
field dam, showing little fear of its 
effects until the waters burst up?» 
them. 

City in Darkness. 

The city is tonight in darkness, the 
electric Nght plant being one of the 
first agencies to be put out of com- 
mission. 

The disaster was caused by the #u‘le- 
den rise of the Black river, behind the 
two dams of the Lacrosse Water 
Power Company, following rains 
which lasted almost a week, The 
dams withstood the pressure, but in 
each case the river washed arcund the 
side, taking out a big section of the 
river bank and coming down upon the 
country below in almost as great 
volume as though the dams had bean 
swept away. 

Company's Property Not Damaged. 

The five million dollar property of 
the water power company is believed 
to be not greatly damaged, the breaks 
on the side relieving the pressure, and 
tonight it is sald that the main dam, 
which is a concrete structure, 100 fect 
thick at the base and fifty-feet at che 
tem, would probably stand all the force 
which might be directed. against It, 
Besides the damage at Black river 
falls, a great tract of surrounding 
country was over-run, An effort was 
made toysend a warning to fafmers, 
but the telephone wires were the first 
to go down, and the fate of many set- 
tlers, whe knew nothing of the flood 
until it struck their immediate local- 
ity, is the cause of apprehension, 

Others in Danger, 

Below Black river falls are a num- 
ber of villages, including Roaring 
Creek, Irving, North Bend, Melrose, 
Holmen, Lytles, Middway and Onai- 
aska, and the high waters are due to 
strike them during the night and to- 
morrow. Forees of men have been 
sent out to strengthen the bridges in 
the three counties along the river,

CANAL TO BE BUILT SOON 


Sir Robert Perks Says That Canadian 
People by Repudiation of Reci- 
procity Are ‘in ‘Favor of Building 
Up Their East and Wei Lines, 


Ottawa, Occ 6—Greater hopes than 
ever before for the early building of 
the Georgian Bay Canal was.express- 
ed in an interview today by Sir. 
Ihobert Perks, who is on a brief visit 
to Ottawa, 

The proposition of the Montreal, 
Ottawa and Georgian Bay Canal Com- 
pany will be laid before the new gov- 
ernment ds soon ag it is ready to re- 
ceive it, said Sir Robert. “I believe 
the building of the canal in the near 
future is now assured. The people of 
Canada by their repudiation of reci- 
procity in the recent election have 
decided in favor of improving the 
lines east and west in this country. 
In that connection the Georgian Bay 
canal would be one of the important 
factors, a fact which cannot be over- 
looked. 

Americans will complete the Pana- 
ma Canal in 1913, and will make a} 
desperate effort to divert Canadian! 
trade to Canada's western ports to| 
the detriment of this country's east | 
ern ports.

Machine ‘in Montreal Failed to Rise 
and the Birdman is Thrown on the 
Earth a few Inches from Top of 
Deep Quarry. 


Montreal], Oct. 6.—The opening Jay 
of Montreal's second aviation meet 
Was nearly marked by a fatal acci- 
dent, when Charlie King, in his 
Farnam-Curtiss machine, crashed to 
the earth a few inches from a deep 


|; Quarry pit. The meet is taking place 


at Delorimier Park, Few of the 
competitors were willing to fly, and 
after a six minute flight by Romain 
Gressier King, late this afternoon, a 
flight to satisfy the impatience of ihe 
crowd, he rose with some difficulty 
and just cleared the boundary palings, 

His machine climbed thirty feet 
into the air and then skirted the 
rocks. Crushing by a bullding, the 
aviator managed to pass this, but ais 
seroplane began to adescend just as he 
Was passing over a piecé of ground 
studded with deep-jagged sidsd 
quarry pits. King elevated his 
planes, but the machine would not 
rise and crashed to earth on a pile of 
earth and stone and a few inches 
from the edge of the quarries, 

The aviator escaped with a severe 
shaking up, but the bed rail, out- 
rigger, propeller, steering gear, and 
part of the planes were smashed and 


secondary wire on the spark plug 
Jumped out of place, leaving him 
minus three cylinders out of six, it 
is his first accident. :

Rome, Oct. 6—Wireless message 
from Tripoli says the Italian — 
buried the Turkish dead, ren s 
military honors to those who chose 
death rather than to surrender, The 
twenty wounded Turkish sailors were 
placed in the hospital wards on the 
Italian warships.

Syracuse, Italy, Oct. 6—Italian 
battleship San Marco, arrived here to- 
day from Tripoli. She steamed 
throughout without lights in arder to 
avold detection by the Turkish ter- 
pedo boats which are still cruising 
with eurprising audacity about the 
Itallan fleet. Officers of the battle- 
ship described the bombardment of 
Tripoli as having been arranged with 
Breat care in order to spare the ene- 
my as much as possible. At the lest 
moment Vice-Admiral Faravelli decid- 
ed not to bombard even the palace 
and so the governor was left undis- 
turbed, 

Though the batteries adjacent were 
silenced the Turkish soldiers frequent- 
ly exposed themselves unnecessarily, 
When they saw the imposing fleet as- 
sembled off the coast they were as- 
sured by the officers that the vessels 
were not Italian, but British warships 
which had been ordered to Tripoll to 
prevent its occupancy by Ttaliana 
Notwithstanding this deception and 
subsequent disillusionments, the Turk- 
ish gunners responded bravely to the 
attack and made a good fight con: 
sidering the equipment at their dise 
poral, 

Bombardment Humane 

Rome, Oct. 6—The Pope today re- 
celved a message by wireless from 
Manager Rossetti, the apostolic dele- 
Rate at Tripoli and sent by permission 
of the Governor Boreddolino saying: 
“For the first time since the Knights 
of Bt John were defeated by the 
Turks and lost Tripoli in 1553, the 
Cross of Christianity has been raised 
over the land,”

conducted with the utmost regard for 
humanity. _ During the bombardment 
the with the Franciscian Monks and 
Nuns, remained in Tripoli to nurse 
the wounded and they prayer to the 
Almighty to grant victory to the arms 
of faith and civilization.

About two months ago, just before I left Mflan on a visit hereover, 
I read in one ef the leading papers a statement which (translated into Eng- 
lish sounds about as follows: — 

“Rumors, are circulating that Italy intends to take advantage of (he 
Franco-German crisis by occupying Tripoll. We are autherized from the 
best informed source to issue the most categoric denial of any suctt intehtioa 
“being moved on the part of our government, atid niay furthermore add 
that the relations between Turkey ard Italy continue to be absolutely satis- 
factory. 4. 

A similar statement couldn't but! raise confidence that “teaiy was not 
going to create any more troubles on the African; coast, Her actial att- 
tude towards Turkey is, theréfore, the more surprising to anyohe whe lives 
in Italy and follows the relations bet ween the two countries for years, 
Hardly anybody, either in Turkey or in Italy expected a similar rupture 
between the two cauntries, the relations of which were, with the excep- 
tion of a few incidents of jittle importancée, always professed to be on very 
friendly terms; “Italy did everything she could to develop an important 
trade all over the Ottoman empire, and principally to get the Tripolitan 
market in her hands, 

Sertousness of Turkcy's Trade Boycot:. 

Numbers of Italians are trading all over Turkey, establishing fce Itaiv 
one of her best markets for any kind of manufactured goods, and certainly 
it would give a hard blow to the Lombard industry should Turkey persist ‘n 
boycotting Italian goods, was it only for one season, 

This is, perhaps, not the last ot the reasons why Italy now proceeds in 
such a speedy way, because a delay in settling again the relations with Pur- 
Key would upset terribly her northern industry. 

The Real Valve of Tripoli. 

Returning now to consider the Importance Italy lays upon Tripoli, 
the most difficult versions were given from time to time in some cf the 
leading newspapers. Some of them described the country as a virgin gar- 
den, with the most extensive ang feriile oasis seattred all over, and with 
very rich unexploited gold and coal mines in the hinterland, ¢ 

Business, aéccrding to them, was likely to be multiplied as soon as 
the possession was put under a proper ‘administration. 

Some others, on the contrary, found that, with the excepticn of some 
parts alongside the coast, Tripoli was the characteriatic sandy, Afri¢dn des- 
ert, practically without water in :he interior; that the natives,mostly Arabs, 
were very hostile towards the Eurdpean settlement, particularly tn the in- 
land, where half-wild tribes, such as the Bedouins, are still masters of the 
ecuntry.

Similar contradictions as to the economical Importance of Trips 
show better than anything else the diversity of opinions concerning a pos- 
sible annexation cé the Turkish vossSession to the Kingdom. The North- 
ern Provinces, which really form the vital part of modern Italy, reveal in 
public protest meetings, which are not merely the cautburst of a Soctalistic 
movement, the anxiety prevailing in the business centres.

Two balloonists were carried south 
many miles by the storm after flying 
swiftly in a northerly direction. 

None of the flyers were injured ser- 
jously. But J C, Hubert, aide in the 
America I1,, sustained severe bruises 
when the bag wag forced to descend.
